HE. Order of Baronet in Scotland was erected 

for advancing the Plantation of Nova Scotia 

in America, and for ſettling a Colony there, to Which 
the Aid of theſe Knights was deſigned. The Order 
was only intended by King James the VI. before hi; 
Death, for in his firſt Charter of Nox a Scotia, in ti 
vour of Sir William Alexander, 10 Septen 1621

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And in another Charter granted to Sir Robert Gordon 
of Lochinvar, of a part of Nova Scotia, deſigned the 
Barony of Galloway, 8 Novem. 1621. there is no 
mention made of this Order: So that the ſame was 
only erected by King Charles the Ift, Anno 1625. In 
the ſeveral Patents granted ro Baronets, His Majeſty 
did diſpoſe to each of theſe Knights a certain portion 
ot Land in Nova Scotia, erecting the ſame in a free 
Barony with great and ample Privileges unneceſſary 
to be inſerted here. And moreover, for their encou- 
ragement, did Erect, Create, Make, Conſtitute, and 
Ordain, that Heritable State, Degree, Dignity, Name, 
Order, Title, and Stile of Baronet, to be enjoyed by 
every of theſe Gentlemen who did hazard for the 
good and increaſe of that Plantation: And ſo preter- 
red them to that Order and Title, creating them and 
their Heirs Male heritable Baronets in all time com- 
ing, with the Place, Preemisency, Priority, and Pre- 
cedency in all Commiſſions.

the one being armed, the other naked, with this 
Motto, Munit hac c altera vincit. And that 
they and their Heirs Male ſhould in all time coming 
bave place in all his Majeſty's and his Succeſſours Ar- 
mies near, and about the Royal Standard for 
defence thereof. And that they and their Heirs 
Male may have two Attenders of the Body for bear- 
ing up the Pale, one principal Mourner, and four 
Aſliſtants, at their Funerals; And that they ſhould be 
vways Called, Intituled, and Deſigned by the name

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and title of Baronet, and that in all Scorri/h Speeches 
and Writings, the addition of Sir, and in all other 
Diſcourſes and Writings, a word ſignifying the 
ſame ſhould precede their names and other titles, 
and that the ſtile and title of Baronet ſhou!d be 
ſubjoyned thereto in all Letters-patents, and 
other Writts whatſoever, as a neceſſary addi. 
tion of Dignity, and that each of them ſhould be in- 
tituled Sir A. B. Barontt; and his, and his Sons Wives, 
ſhould enjoy the ſtile, title, and appellation of Lach, 
Madam, and Dame, reſpectively, according to the 
uſual phraſe in ſpeaking and writing. And alſo hi, 
Majeſty did thereby promiſe, That the number ot the 
Baronets as well in Scotland, as the new Colony of

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OUCHING Place of Precedency, 'tis firſt 
to be noted that Perſons of every Degree of 
Honour or Dignity, take Place according to their 
Seniority of Creation, and not of Years, unleſs De- 
ſcended of the BLoop RoyaL, in which Cate they 
have Place of all others of the ſame Degree. 

The younger Sons of the preceding Rank take 
place from the eldeſt Son of the next Mediate, viz. 
The younger Sons of Dukes, from the eldeſt Sons 
of Earls; the younger Sons of Earls from the eldeſt 
Sons of Barons. 

There have been ſome Alterations made as to Pre- 
cedency, (as may be obſerved by inſpecting the Ta- 
bles) and therefore ſome Exceptions will appear to 
ſome of the foregoing Rules, by ſome Decrees and 
Eſtabliſhments of King James I. and King Charles I, 
whereby all the Sons of Viſcounts and Barons are 
aiow'd to precede Baronets. And the eldeſt Sons, 
and 
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and Daughters of Baronets have Place given them be- 
fore the eldeſt Sons and Daughters of any Knights of 
what Degree or Order ſoever, tho' ſuperior to that 
of a Baronet. (Theſe being but temporary Dignities, 
whereas that of Baronets is hereditary.) And tlic 
younger Sons of Baronets are to have Place next at— 
ter the eldeſt Sons of Knights. (See the Decree;.) 
Note alſo, That as there are ſome great Officers of 
State, who take Place (altho' they are not Nobl-men) 
above the Nobility of Higher Degree : So there are 
ſome Perſons who for their Dignitics in the Church, 
Degrees in the Univerſities, and Inns of Court, Off- 
ces in the State or Army, (altho' they arc neither 
Knights, nor Genclemen born) yet take Place 3 
mongſt them. Thus all Colonels, and Field-Offcers 
(who are Honourable) as allo Maſter of the Artillery, 
uarter-Maſter General; Doctors of Divinity, Law, 
Phyſick, and Muſick ; Deans, Chancellors, Preben- 
daries, Heads of Colleges in the Univerſities, and 
Serjeants at Law, are by Courtely allowed Place be- 
fore Ordinary Eſquires. And all Batchelors of Divi- 
nity, Law, Phyſick. and Mulick ; Maſters of Arts, 
Barriſters in the Inns of Courts; Lieutenant-Colo- 
nels, Majors, Captains, and other Commiſſion d Mü 
Iitary Officers; and divers Patent Officers in ih! 
King's Houſhoid may equal, if not precede, Gent!e- 
men who have none of theſe Qualifications. ——

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In Towns Corporate, the Inhabitants of Cities (and 
herein thoſe of the Capital, or Metropolitan City, are 
to be firſt ranked) are preferred to thoſe of Boroughs;

Precedency from his Senior by being Knighted, or 
1; being the elder Knight, as was the Caſe of Al- 
derman Craven, who (tho' no Knight) had Place

sto be underſtood as to Publick Meetings relating 
to the Town ; for 'ris doubted whether it will hold 
good in any Neutral Place.

It was likewiſe adjudged in the Caſe of Sir Joux 
Crook, Serjeant at Law, by the Judges in Court, 
that ſuch Serjeants as were his Seniors, tho' not 
Knighted, ſhou'd have preterence, notwithſtanding 
his Knighthood Sir George Mackenſ:e of Precedency.
